YEAR’S RECORD: BLAME 
200 ON ONE-MAN GUNS 


The twin arts of murder and man- 
Slaughter, practiced almost invaria- 
bly with the aid 
of a “oneman 
gun,” took 206 
lives in Chicago 
in 19223. The 
murder list for 
the year, an even 150, comes within 
five of that of 1919, when the race riots 
ran the number of murders up to 155 
and gave the city the record of its 
history. 

A survey of the figures shows that 
between 90 and 95 per cent of the mur- 
ders and mansilaughters were commit- 
ted with the aid of a pistol. 

With the 736 lives taken in auto- 
mobile accidents added into the crime 
figures, the total loss of life in the 
city during the year via the murder, 
manslaughter, homicide, and automo 
bile routes was 942. That is nearly 
three a day. 

For. the purposes of the following 
tabulation, comparing the killings of 
the last three years, homicide is defined 
as the justifiable or excusable taking 
of human life, as the killing of a ban- 
dit by a policeman.

TRIBUNE COOK BOOK 


\ BY JANE EDDINGTON: 


Simplest Prune Confection. 


Prunes, if correctly cooked, need no 
sugar. One cup and a half to two cups 
is sufficient water in which to soak a 
pound of prunes for about twelve 
hours, after which, cook them gently 
in a covered utensil until they are ten- 
der. In some cases they hardly need 
this cooking. 

Of course, they must be picked over 
and well washed, rejecting any that 
are likely to be ragged when cooked, 
as these muddy the liqtid around the 
fruit. Two of these to a pound of 
prunes is about the average, and if 
using a number of pounds of large 


prunes these broken prunes may be/ 


cooked by themselves to make a puree 
for prune whip or something of the 
sort. 

{In preparing some prunes for glaz- 
ing with a sirup I made the following 
discovery, because I did not have time 
to do the intended work after I had 
taken the pits out of the cooked fruit, 


folding in the edges after cutting them 
at one side and removing the pits, so 
that they were trim and whole. 

These were left covered on the plate, 
and after a day they had dried a trifle 
and were bright of skin as though 
glazed, with a little thickesifup on the 
plate, and so they remained for about 
a week, tasted of daily with apprecia- 
tion and keeping their gloss better than 
any specially prepared prunes I had 
ever seen. They seemed to me infin- 
itely superior to any of the expensive 
prunes put up in small boxes to be

Mrs. Alexander Bell, 
Widow of Inventor 
of Telephone, Dies 


(Picture on back page.) 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 3.—Mrs. 
Alexander Graham Bell, widow of the 
famous inventor, died here tonight 
after a long illness. She was 63 years 
of age. Mra. Bell died at the hame of 
her daughter, Mrs. David Fairchild. 

Mrs. Bell was Mabel Hubbard, the 
daughter of Mr. and Mra. Gardiner 
Greene Hubbard of Cambridge, Mass., 
where she was born in 1859. She lived 
under an affliction of total deafness 
that followed a severe attack of scarlet 
féver in her childhood. Through the 
devotion of her mother, however, she 
learned to speak and to read the lips of 
others, and her teachers in a private 
school in Cambridgé, where she was 
the youngest pupil, declared her men- 
tality was higher than that of the 
other children, despite her disadvan- 
tage. In 1895 she wrote an article on 
lip reading that was published in many 
foreign countries. She was a contrib 
utor to many magazines. 

She married Alexande> Graham Bell 
tn Boston in 1874, after she had studied 
at his school for voice culture. It was 
said that she was his inspiration for 
the invention of the telephone because 
his hope that he might find a means of 
enabling her to hear led him into his 
study and experiments in phonetics. 

It was Mrs. Bell’s father who, in 
1867, disproved through her that the 
sign language was the only means of 
educating deaf children. After teach- 
ing the afflicted child to read lips, her 
parents arranged a demonstration of 
her ability before Massachusetts lee- 
islators. They were so impressed that 
they granted a charter for the first 
school of instruction in this method, 
and now every deaf child can be 
taught to speak and read the lips.
